BEIRUT, Lebanon, April 10 (AP). — The Lebanese go- 
vemmeat announced plans today for massive repatria- 
tion of civilian refugees to Israeli-held south Lebanon be- 
ginning tomorrow. The move coincides with the fust 
stage of a partial Israeli pullback and mounting pressure 
on Premier Menachem Begin’s government for a speedier 
withdrawal from the whole south Lebanon. President 
Hafez Assad of Syria reportedly vowed to “take measu- 
res to make occupation conditions unbearable for Israel 
In south Lebanon unless a total* not a partial, pullout Is 
carried out quickly.” Assad made his statement to a 
visiting group of Jordanian Journalists over the we ekend . 
He later held a four-hour meeting In Damascus with 
Paiest iniHn guerrilla leader Yasser Arafat.

Barre appears strong 
after abortive coup 


MOGADISHU, Somalia April 
10 (AP). — The capital of this 
East African nation returned 
to normal today after an abor- 
tive attempt by rebel soldiers 
Sunday to topple the nine-year- 
old regime of Somali President 
Mohammad Siad Barre. 

The ♦units and armored pe- 
rsonnel - carriers used by troo- 
ps loyal to Barre to crush the 
uprising disappeared from the 
streets. Shops and offices were 
open as normal and there were 
no signs of extra security pre- 
cautions. 

The position of Somalia’s ru- 
lers appeared strengthened to- 
day by the failure of Yesterda- 
y’s short-lived coup attempt 

The revolt which diplomatic 
sources said was confined to a 
small number of officers and 
men based in camps west of 


the Somali capital, was all 
over in a couple of hours. 

As tanks rumbled through 
the streets President Barre 
went on the radio to tell the 
nation the army had crushed 
an attempt to overthrow the 
government 

.The leaders were wiled, cap- 
tured or on the run. 

The Somali leader did not 
say who he thought was beh- 
ind the abortive coup, however, 
he said in his speech : “We have 
constantly been aware that 
(the forces of) colonialism, wh- 
ich has many faces, both old 
and new, have all along wanted 
to stir up chaos in the country. 

“We know that they had 
their lackeys inside the country 
and that they were taking or- 
ders from them (the coloniali- 
sts).” 


Rhodesians reject 
Anglo-U.S. proposals 


SALISBURY, April 10 (R). — 
The interim government here 
today rejected Anglo-American 
proposals for a new all-party 
conference on Rhodesia but left 
the door open for further talks, 
a government statement anno- 
unced. 

The' statement followed a 
meeting between British and 
American envoys with repre- 
sentatives of the interim gove- 
rnment, formed here last mo- 
nth under the “initial settle- 
ment agreement” reached by 
Premier Ian Smith and three 
moderate black leaders. 

The settlement has been den- 
ounced by the externally bas- 


ed Patriotic Front which has 
pledged to continue the guerr- 
illa war. Britain and the United 
States are trying to reconcile 
the two sides. 

An interim government state- 
ment issued after the talks 
with Mr. John Graham, of the 
British Foreign office, and Mr. 
Stephen Low, U.S, Ambassador 
to Zambia, said it believed the 
most important task was “to 
proceed with the full impleme- 
ntation of the Salisbury agree- 
ment signed on March 3.” 

“It is therefore not in favour 
of reopening negotiations thro- 
ugh the proposed all-party con- 
ference.”

On eve of withdrawal from sooth Lebanon 


Israelis seen digging in 
on strategic hill tops 

BEIRUT, April 10 (R). — Israeli occupation forces appeared to be consolidating strategic positions In 
south Lebanon today, despite promises to begin a partial withdrawal tomorrow. A Reuters corres- 
pondent in the region reported new Israeli excavations, to protect men and armoured vehicles, around 
the southern port city of Tyre. 


Correspondent Nazih Musta- 
fa also saw Israeli troop con- 
centrations around Marjeyoun 
and Khyam, the hilltop towns 
which dominate the eastern se- 
ctor of the occupied zone. 

Mustafa said there were ex- 
changes of automatic weapons 
fire to both areas during the 
night- He said there were no 
signs of an Immin ent withdra- 
wal from territory seized by 
Israeli troops during a massive 
invasion by air, land and sea 
last month. 

The Israelis have pledged to 
begin a restricted pull-back in 
two stages tomorrow -- more 
than three weeks after the 
U.N. Security Council called for 
an immediate evacuation. 

to the first stage, they were 
due to withdraw from six vil- 
lages and the Khardali bridge 
which spans the Litani river 
in the eastern sector of the 
occupied zone. 


Waldheim, Begin 
exchange notes 

JERUSALEM, April 10 (AP). 
— Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin exchanged notes with 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim over the weekend, 
and an apparent dispute ar- 
ose over how fast Israel will 
relinquish southern Lebanon 
to U. N. peacekeeping forces. 

The Israeli cabinet met 
Sunday to discuss southern 
Lebanon amid a spate of Is- 
raeli newspaper criticism of 
the United Nations’ handling 
of the Israeli-occupied zone. 

Waldheim had written to 
demand immediate Israeli wi- 
thdrawal from Lebanon, and 
Begin messaged back a refu- 
sal to go beyond the two- 
phase withdrawal scheduled 
to begin Tuesday contingent 
on the arrival of the rest of 
the 4,000-man U.N. force, so- 
urces said. 

The newspaper Maariv 
reported from New 
York that ■ Begin ca- 
stigated Waldheim, saying 
castigated Waldheim, saying 
that of five U.N. divisions 
due to take over southern 
Lebanon only two had arriv- 
ed. 


They wOI continue to occupy 
Marjeyoun and Khyam, howev- 
er, as well as three other vil- 
lages on a high ridge which af- 
ford commanding positions ov- 
er the evacuated areas. 

On Friday, the Israelis are 
to pull back from another bri- 
dge over the Litani -- which 
marks the limit of their advan- 
ce - - and a few nearby villages 
in the central sector.

TEL AVIV, April 10 (AP). — 
A panel of three Judges accep- 
ted Into evidence disputed con- 
fession of Sami Esmail on Tue- 
sday.

Food and sanita- 
tion were “terrible,” be said, 
adding he spoke to Inmates in 
Arabic and English and was 
trying to learn Hebrew.

Is Israeli security a law unto itself?

AMMAN, April 10 — Now that 
the Israeli district court in Tel 
Aviv has accepted as evidence 
the alleged "confession” of 
Sami Esmail, the trial itself will 
get underway, and the question 
of Israel’s right to conduct such 
a trial will come into increa- 
singly sharp focus. While the 
Esmail case appears to be yet 
“other simple matter of Israel 
puttin g on trial a Palestinian 
activist, the truth is that the 
case is very much larger than 
this, It has implications that 
far transcend Israel itself, and 
most of those implications have 
been overlooked to date. 

Given the centrality to Israel 
of its "security” dictates, it 
becomes very difficult, in the 
international press or elsewhe- 
re. to raise many questions ab- 
out what Israel does in press- 
ing its security arrangements. 
But the arrest and trial of Sami 
Esmail seem to go so very far 
beyond the requirements of Is- 
rael's security that they threa- 
ten the very basts of interna- 
tional law. 

The important thing about 
the Esmail case is that Israel 
has unQsteraHy taken it upon 
itself to arrest Esmail and ch- 
arge him with crimes against 


the state of Israel, while in fa- 
ct he has not been charged with 
doing anything specific against 
farad. The two charges against 
Sami Esmail are that he is a 
member of an organisation that 
Israel views as illegal, the Pop- 
ular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, and that he has 
maintained contacts with "en- 
emy agents”. Those agents are 
unnamed, though their identity 
will presumably become known 
during the course of the trial. 
But It is worth looking into 
the mechanics and the Israeli 
rationale of the Esmail case in 
a bit more depth. 

Sami Esmail is a natural- 
born American citizen, creden- 
tials which make him eligible 
to run for the presidency of 
the United States, a right wh- 
ich Is not open to such other 
famous Americans as Henry 
Kissinger or Zbigniew Brzezin- 
ski, who are foreign-born, natu- 
ralised American citizens. 

As an American, presumably 
according to American law, Es- 
mail can belong to any organi- 
sation that does not advocate 
the violent overthrow of the 
American government Yet be 
is now on trial in Israel, char- 
ged with crimes that are not 
considered crimes in the Uni- 
ted States; and also charged 
with something bring a me- 
mber of the PFLP - - that was 


not done while Esmail was in 
Israel itself. To complicate mat- 
ters, Esmail, a natural-bom 
American, was arrested by the 
Israelis on the strength of info- 
rmation provided to Israel by 
the American Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI). 

The questions that should 
now be discussed by interested ' 
parties are the fallowing : Does 
Israel have the right to arrest 
an American citizen and charge 
him with being a member of 
a group that Israel considers 
illegal, but that is not illegal 
in the United States, or anywh- 
ere rise in the world, for that 
matter? 

What is the legal validity 
of charging Esmail with simply 
being a member of the PFLP, 
as opposed to charging him 
with carrying out a specific des- 
tructive act, or even planning 
to carry out such an act? 

What implications are there 
for the conduct of the FBI in 
tipping off Israel that Esmail 
allegedly received guerrilla tr- 
aining on a visit to Libya ? 

fa 1( prooer for an agency 
of the United States govern- 
ment to give information to 
Israel about the actions of an 
American citizen that are per- 
fectly in keeping with Ameri- 
can law? 

Does the FBI, and other Am- 
erican agencies by implication, 


then become an extension of 
the Israeli intelligence services, 
providing information on Ame- 
rican citizens for matters that 
are not a crime in the United 
States? 

Can Israel then arrest any- 
body it designates as an enemy 
of Israel, simply on the streng- 
th of its own definition of what 
constitutes an illegal organisa- 
tion? And if so, how then does 
this differ from the political 
trials that are so often critici- 
sed in the Soviet Union by We- 
stern and Israeli champions of 
human rights ? The incompati- 
bility of the Sami Esmail trial 
with the principles of Western 
and international justice are 
glaring, and they should be in- 
spected a bit more closely by 
all, but particularly by those 
people who champion human 
rights and the supposed dem- 
ocratic principles of Israel. 

This all neglects for the mo- 
ment the validity of the “con- 
fession" -that is the only cor- 
roborative evidence that is be- 
ing introduced into court aga- 
inst Sami Esmail. In fact, the 
confession is really three sep- 
arate items. 

First, there is a seven-page 
handwritten biographical state- 
ment in English in which Esma- 
3 describes himself and his ba- 
ckground. and which includes 
no incriminating material, 


Second, there is a two-page 
addendum to this, written in 
English, in which the handwrit- 
ing is considerably different 
from that in the first document 
though both were written by 
Fgmail himself. This addendum 
cqn taina highly incriminating 
statements about his being in 
Libya to receive training and 
being a member of the PFLP, 
and it Is more likely than not 
that this was written under 
extreme duress and pressure 
(for one thing, Esmail was not 
allowed to see his dying father 
in Ramailah until he signed 
the confessions). 

And third, there is a ooe-or 
two-page document written in 
Hebrew and signed by Esmail, 
containing the same incrimina- 
ting information as in the two- 
page addendum. 

Thera is some doubt about 
why this third document In He- 
brew even exists,^nd about the 
validity of the incriminating 
“confession", which Esmail and 
his lawyers say was extracted 
after extreme psychological and 
physical pressures verging on 
systematic .torture. 

But the precedent in Israeli 
courts, when Palestinians or 
others accused of "security" 
offences are on trial, is that 
such dubious confessions are 
the only conoboratlve evidence 


available to the prosecution, 
and more often than not this 
is the evidence that the court 
uses to pass a guilty judgeme- 
nt 

But putting aside all the do- 
ubt about the confessions, the 
central fact that should raise 
most concern about this case 
is whether Israel even has the 
authority to conduct such a 
trial. What are the limits of 
the applicability of Israeli law? 
Are they defined only by Israel 
itself ?

The guilt or innocence of 
Sami Esmail will be very dif- 
ficult to prove, because the 
charges against him are so va- 
gue and nebulous. What is re- 
ally on trial in this case, one 
suggests, is the extraterritorial 
aspects of Zionism’s and Israel's 
security-consciousness. Gan Is- 
rael do anything it wants to do 
in the name of its own securi- 
ty ? Does It have its own inte- 
rnational law, and the rest of 
the world has another? These 
are the questions that are cm 
trial in the case of Sami Esma-

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We are all 
Sami Esmails 


The decision by the Israeli court in Tel Aviv to 
accept into evidence the “confession" of Sami 
Esmail raises some disturbing questions about justice 
in Israel, and those people who should be most 
disturbed are those yvho say that they are the friends 
of Israel. 

Now that the confession of Sami Esmail has been 
accepted as evidence, the trial proper gets underway, 
and the larger questions of the legitimacy of the 
charges against Mr. Esmail will now have to be 
debated in public. Again, the implications are very 
serious indeed. It does not take a very deep 
understanding of the law to come up with some 
major doubts about the legality of the entire Esmail 
case. Here is a natural-bom American citizen detained 
by Israel largely because of a tipoff from the 
American FBI, charged with the crime of belonging 
to an organisation that is illegal in Israel. Mr. Esmail 
is not charged with carrying out a specific criminal 
or destructive act against Israel, or even of planning 
any such act. The- charges against him are that he is 
a member of an illegal group (the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine) and that he maintained 
contact with “enemy agents”, who, for all we know, 
could be anybody that Israel designates as an enemy 
agent. If such a case took place anywhere else 
besides Israel, we suspect that quite a fuss would be 
made about the. illegality and immorality of the whole 
thing.. What., would happen,, we wonder, Tif Syria 
arrested a British citizen upon a tipoff from Scotland 
Yard, and charged that person with being a member ’ 
of the World Zionist Organisation, and thus of being 
an enemy of Syria and thus of having contacts with 
known enemy agents of Syria? What would happen, 
of course, is that the entire world would raise its 
indignant voice and beat its offended moralistic ! 
chest. But why does the world stand so meek and ! 
unquestioning when Israel takes the principles of I 
individual liberty and international law and calmly j 
throws them out the window? j 

Sami Esmail is simply a political prisoner charged 
with having beliefs that Israel does not like. As such, 
he reflects the beliefs of every Palestinian man, 
woman and child, and, in his Israeli jail, he stands as 
the symbol of Israeli madness. He is not on trial 
because he has done anything to harm Israel; he is 
on trial because he is a Palestinian, and that, in 
Zionist eyes, is a crime. 

All those people who wake up in the morning 
thinking of human rights had better wake up to the 
fact that the human rights of the entire world will 
mean nothing if the human rights of Sami Esmail are 
not safeguarded in the face of Zionism’s insatiable 
destructiveness. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Jordanian newspapers Monday gave prominence to King 
Hussein's messages which are being delivered to Arab leaders by 
four emissaries. 

AL RA'7 says that the Arab World, divided on itself as it is 
now, can only face the serious challenge posed by tbe Israeli ag- 
gressions through concerted effort and true intentions to restore 
Arab solidarity on a soun.i and firm basis which can withstand 
"surprises” and Israeli raid.*, no matter how big. Hence the Jor- 
dan’s emissaries mission to Arab capitals is of great and mom- 
entous importance. 

The newspaper points out that Jordan’s increasing concern 
with building up a unified Arab stand before it is too late stems 
from its deep understanding of Israel’s aggressive intentions 
and its desire to impose a fait accompli on all the Arabs. 

AL DUSTOUR says that Jordan’s present actions should be 
seen as a serious effort at persuasion armed at convening an 
Arab summit. A summit, it adds, is not an end but a means to de- 
bate future issues and draw up a unified stand capable of confr- 
onting Israel’s plan for expansion. A summit does not entail chan- 
ging the political ideologies or social or economic creeds of the 
various Arab regimes. Nor does it mean passing judgement on 
any previous political practices such as President Sadat’s initiative 
or the opposition to it, the newspaper explains. 

In another commentary in AL RAT Jum’a Haxnmad is of the 
opinion that Arabs should talk and consult with each other, lest 
the Arab World fall into a state of dismemberment with the re- 
sult that Egypt, for instance, is isolated from the fold ... 

The writer stresses that security is the top priority- It is es- 
sential that the security of all the Arabs from the Atlantic to 
the Gulf be defended against Israeli threats which are hanging 
"over the northern Arab peninsula and pose a perilous worry for 
Libya, ^Iraq via the Gulf and to the Red Sea area as a whole."

Aleppo — Arabs may smile 
in amusement when America- 
ns apply the adjective “old” 
to Victorian dwellings, but ev- 
en by Syrian standards the 
Aleppo home of Dr. Adolf Po- 
che is ancient. 

Located on the second floor 
of the Khan Nahaseen (Cop- 
per Caravanserai) in the heart 
of the Old City’s souk, the 
Poche residence is the oldest 
continually inhabited house in 
Aleppo. 

When Dr. Poche's great-gra- 
ndfather took up residence in 
the house in the late 18th cen- 
tury, it already was more than 
250 years old. 

From the beginning of the 
I3th century, Aleppo had been 
the crossroads of trade routes. 
By the 16th century, more 
than 40 nations and trading 
companies had established he- 
adquarters there to represent 
their interests. In addition to 
the British East India Co., the 
Netherlands, Portugal, France, 
Spain and Venice had consulat- 
es in Aleppo. The consuls we- 
re more than diplomats, they 
also negotiated commercial tr- 
ansactions for produce trans- 
ported by camel caravan to the 
city. 

As such, it was necessary 
for the consuls to live in well 
protected dwellings. Hence, 
the caravanserai or khan - - a 
large open area enclosed by 
walls with one narrow door 
permitting up to 200 camels 
to enter one-by-one. Here, tra- 
ders could expose their wares 
for a few days while living up- 
stairs in the consular residen- 
ce. 

In 1539 the Venetians con- 
structed a khan to accommo- 
date their trading expeditions 
and to house their consul. The 
date is documented by nume- 
rals inscribed on the wall of 
an upstairs room.

Dr. Poche’s grandfather was ..aft rooms opening .off a. cent-., ennese crystal, stemware, Bor 
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an -Austrian who came to Syria 
during the Napoleonic Wars, 
but he looks all the world 
like an Ottoman nobleman in 
a portrait painted in 1809. Dr. 
Poche explains that until 1620 
the Turks regarded Aleppo as 
a sacred city because of its 
strategic position on the road 
to Mecca. This is indicated by 
the name. Sham Sherif, which 
Turks conferred on Aleppo. 

Even though he was the 
director of an Austrian trading 
company. Dr. Poche’s grand- 
father was obligedi to dress as 
a Moslem in order to enter the 
holy city. 

Ten years after he arrived 
in Aleppo, Poche married 
his bride was the daughter of 
the last Venetian consul to ser- 
ve in Aleppo. Three decades 
earlier, the mother of that lo- 
ng-ago bride had been immor- 
talised for future generations 
in a portrait painted in the sa- 
me salon where it hangs to- 
day. A mandolin in the fore- 
ground of the 1790 painting is 
displayed today on a nearby 
table. 

Dr. Poche’s father mainta- 
ined a lifelong residence in the 
Khan Nahaseen from which he 
operated family trading and 
agricultural interests. He was 
recognised in scholarly circles 
for his articles and books on 
early Christian -- 3rd to 7th 
century - - cities of the San Si- 
meon Mountain area. It was in 
this context that he entertain- 
ed the Marquis Jean Melchoir 
de Vogue in 1862. 

The youngest child in a fami- 
ly of five girls and two boys, 
Dr. Poche was born in Khan 
Nahaseen in June 1895. A tall 
courtly man who speaks five 
languages fluently. Dr. Poche 
is emotionally and legally 
(since 1953) a Syrian. 

He was a medical student in 
Vienna when World War I be- 
gan. He served as an officer in 
the Austro-Hungarian Army 
and subsequently filed for citi- 
zenship m Czechoslovakia. 
Upon receiving his medical 
degree from St. George French 
University in Beirut, he practic- 
ed pediatrics in Aleppo until 
his retirement in 1965. In 1925 
he was the first physician in 
Aleppo to utilise the new- 
fangled X-ray machine. 

In addition to his active me- 
dical practice and diplomatic 
posts in Aleppo as Austrian 
consul , to 1938 and Belgian co- 


ral hallway, the 16-room resi-' 
dence remains unaltered 'in all 
but two of its rooms. The kit- 
chen was remodeled in 1900 
and “modern” plumbing was 
installed in the master bath- 
room in 1920. The house was 
wired for electricity In 1928. 

During the 1930s Franz Cu- 
mont, the Belgian excavator 
of Dura Europos, and archa- 
eologist Max Qppenheim often 
took respite from their histo- 
ric digs in Khan Nahaseen.

Director General of the 
Antiquities Department Dr. Adnan AI Hadidi said the 
excavations which will last four months, aim at facilitat- 
ing repaid and reconstruction of Qasr AI ’Abd which 
contains various items of interest, including large sta- 
tues of lions, dating back to the first century B.C. 

RSS, General Electric sponsor seminar

— The cabinet Sunday ap- 
proved a 4.2 million Kuwaiti dinars loan agreement with 
the Arab Fund for Economic and Social Development 
to help finance the Aqaba Water project, which is esti- 
mated to cost 15 million Kuwaiti dinars. 

Jordan asks Iraq for transit rights for 
Gaza citrus exports 

AMMAN, April 10 (JNA). — Jordan has asked Iraq to 
allow lorries carrying citrus fruits from the occupied 
Gaza Strip to cross Iraqi territory on their way to Iran. 
Jordan’s approach was made by Interior Minister Su- 
leiman Arar who stopped over in. Baghdad yesterday car- 
rying a message from His Majesty King Hussein to 
President Bakr. The request was made on the instruc- 
tions of Prime Minister Mudar Badran. Citrus fruit ex- 
ports constitute the main source of income for the inha- 
bitants of the Gaza Strip. 

Trade with Arab countries increases 

AMMAN, April 10 (JNA). — Jordan's exports to Arab 
states during December 1977 increased by 62 per cent 
over toe same month in 1976, while imports increased 
by 249 per cent over the same period, sources at the 
Department of Statistics said Sunday. Exports in Decem- 
ber 1977 amounted to JD 3,400,000 as against JD 
2,104,000 in December 1976. Imports during December 
1977 were worth JD 7,221,000 as against JD 2,680,000 in 
December 1976. The main importers of Jordanian goods 
were Iraq, Lebanon, Syria, Bahrain, Saudi Arabia, Ku- 
wait, Oman, Egypt, Abu Dhabi, Dubai, South Yemen, 
Qatar, Libya and North Yemen. Jordan imported goods 
mainly from Iraq, Lebanon, Syria, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait

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UAE oil minister urges 
OPEC to find ways to 
counter revenue losses 

ABU DHABI, April 10 (R). — United Arab Emirates (UAE) Oil Minis- 
ter Mane' A1 Oteiba was quoted here today as saying his country was losing 
11.5 per cent of its oil revenues as a result of the continuing fall in dollar 
values. 


Healey places budget secrets in-the “Gladstone” box 


In an interview with the 
newspaper Al Wail da. Dr. A1 
Oteiba called on member-states 
of tbe Organisation of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries (OP- 
EC) to find ways of countering 
the fall in their revenues and 
call on them to programme 
their oQ production in a way 
which would allow them to con- 
tinue to dictate world oil 
prices. 

Dr, Al Oteiba said differen- 
ces of opinion on ways of de- 


aling with the dollar crisis wo- 
uld not lead to the disintegra- 
tion of OPEC and the question 
would have to be discussed 
next month at an extraordi- 
nary conference of OPEC on 
ministers to be held in Gene- 
va or in the Saudi city of Taef. 

The UAE oil minister said 
losses resulting from dollar fl- 
uctuations were between eight 
and nine per cent last year and 
bad risen to 11<5 per cent this 
year. 


EEC sets 90-day deadline 
to work out strategy for 
tackling economic crisis 


COPENHAGEN, April 10 (R). 

Common Market leaders 

have set themselves a 90-day 
deadline to work out a strategy 
to drag the Western world 
out of recession, cut down un- 
employment and curb trade 
protectionism. 

They agreed on this approach 
at a two-day European commu- 
nity summit which ended here 
Saturday with a clear realisa- 
tion that the economic crisis 
facing the West was so great 
that they must take a concerted 
stand or fall apart 

The nine European communi- 
ty leaders set themselves the 
target of a 4.5 per cent an- 
nual economic growth rate for 
the Common Market by July 
next year. 

This is the minimum they 
can do to help fight the awes- 
ome problem of unemployment, 
now running at six million in 
a community of more than 250 
million people, and is particul- 
ar] v severe among the young. 

France’s President Valery 
Giscard d’Estaing and the le- 
aders of West Germany, Bri- 
tain, Italy. Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands. Luxembourg. Denmark 
and Ireland outlined a five-po- 
int programme in preparation 


for a crucial summit of seven 
leading industrial states in 
Bonn in mid- July, to be attend- 
ed by President Carter. 

The other countries at the 
Bonn talks will be Japan, Can- 
ada and the big four of the 
European community - - West 
Germany, France, Britain and 
Italy. 

The community leaders fix- 
ed tbe 90-day deadline so they 
could present a joint stand to 
the Bonn meeting, which fol- 
lows the seven-nation summit 
in London in June last year. 

The Common Market nine 
agreed that the battle for eco- 
nomic recovery^ must be fought 
on five fronts: Economic grow- 
th to pull the Western World 
out of recession, greater stabi- 
lity in Common Market cur- 
rencies in the face of dollar up- 
heavals, long-term capital mo- 
vements including aid for less 
developed countries, oil and en- 
ergy conservation, and more tr- 
ade to prevent the spread of 
protectionism. 

Common Market leaders fe- 
ar tint the pressure on them 
to put up trade barriers will 
intensify unless Japan soon st- 
arts to reduce its $5.2 billion 
trading surplus with the com- 
munity. 


’There is an urgent need (for 
OPEC) to discuss the effects of 
the dollar fluctuations on the 
incomes of the oil producing 
states,” he said. 

The UAE has prepared “co- 
mprehensive and full proposa- 
ls’’ which he planned to present 
to next month’s OPEC con- 
ference, he added. 

Those would base oil prices 
on "a new basket of currencies 
whose aim would be to main- 
tain the purchasing power of 
ofl revenues without replacing 
the dollar as the unit in which 
prices are expressed,” he expla- 
ined. 

Dr. A] Oteiba first outlined 
his proposals at a lecture here 
two months ago when he said 
the basket would be in three 
tiers --a first tier represent- 
ing 70 per cent of the basket 
and comprising traditional hard 
currencies such as the dollar, 
the West German Mark and 
the Swiss, French and British 
currencies, a second tier repre- 
senting 20 per cent of the bas- 
ket and comprising the curren- 
cies of some of the oil expor- 
ters such as Saudi Arabia, Ku- 
wait and the UAE, and a third 
tier accounting for the rema- 
ining 10 per cent and expres- 
sed in gold. 

Dr, Al Oteiba is the first 
OPEC minister to say that the 
conference might be held in 
Taef and not in Geneva.

Gulf oil states take precautions against occupation 


KUWAIT, April 10 (R>- — 
The United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) and other Gulf Arab 
states are taking secret pre- 
cautions against threats to oc- 
cupy their oil fields, the UAE 
ambassador here was quoted 
yesterday as saying. 

“We are a target nation and 
expect invasion at any mo- 
ment,” Ambassador Mohammad 


Abdulla said, according to the 
Kuwaiti newspaper Al Qabas. 

Referring to the precautiona- 
ry measures, he said: "Current 
events require this, as we face 
a common enemy and have to 
consult on coordinating defen- 
ce steps and to take precauti- 
ons against threats to occupy 
the oil fields.” 

Details of a common policy 


between the region’s states, 
now being drawn up, would be 
kept secret. 

"The coordination is meant 
for self-defence and not for 
attack,” he said. 

The ambassador did not say 
where threats to oil fields came 
from but Gulf newspapers have 
given prominence to reports of 
Saudi complaints of Israeli 
overflights.

Tycoon must sell art collection 

LONDON, April 10 (R). — Bolivian tin tycoon George Or- 
tiz, who paid $2 million to kidnappers of bis five-year-old 
daughter last- October, said yesterday he must sell his unique 
art collection. Child heiress GrazielLa Ortiz-Patino was abduc- 
ted on her way to school near Geneva on Oct, 3. She was 
released unharmed II days later after the ransom, one of the 
biggest in history, was paid. Two Italians were last month 
charged with the crime but much of the money has yet to be 
recovered. Mr. Ortiz is in London to arrange the disposal of 
his Afri can an d Pacific primitime art. His Polynesian items 
are regarded as the finest hi the world in private hands. 

Mm Wayne leaves intensive care unit

Full-scale military alert called off 

Alleged commando raid 
in Israel is a hoax

TEL AVIV, April 10 (R). — A reported Palestinian commando 
raid which led to a foil-scale military alert In Israel was al- 
most certainly a hoax, a military spokesman said today. 

Though the. alert was called off early today, heavily-armed 
soldiers and police kept up their search along foe southern 
coast after the report thar a Palestinian commando squad 
landed last night. 

The report was broadcast from a truck saying it had bees 
seized by 10 guerrillas who had killed a girl and taken four 
hostages. Police said they were seeking to trace those who 
made the broadcast. 

"We are now about 99 per cent certain that it was a hoax, 
but we are taking no chances." the spokesman said. 

Only a month ago, Palestinian guerrillas hijacked a bus 
on the main Tel Aviv-Haifa road and 35 Israelis were killed. 

Police have questioned a number of people with two-way 
broadcasting equipment In their vehicles. But a spokesman 
said later they had no definite lead on the origin of the week- 
end broadcast. 

Israeli security forces, publicly criticised for reacting slow- 
ly to foe guerrilla attack last month, went Into action last 
nig ht within a few minutes of the initial report of another 
commando raid. 

Newspapers and eyewitnesses were foil of praise today for 
the army and police who threw up roadblocks -- consisting 
mainly of armoured personnel carriers. 

Israel's special police anti-guerrilla unit sped to foe area, 
shot up Bares and switched on flood lights that almost instant- 
ly converted the darkness into daylight. 

*T think we learned some badly needed lessens from foe 
last tragedy and we think a repetition is less likely today," an 
Israeli security officer said.

Israel bans 319 books 
on occupied West Bank 

RAMALLAH, April 10 (R). — The Israeli military 
government has banned from sale in the occupied 
West Bank 319 books by about 7 Arab authors, ac- 
cording to local booksellers. 

A spokesman for the military government said j 
the ban was imposed because books which contained ! 
anti-Israel propaganda, for which import licences had 
previously been refused, were being secretly printed 
in the area. 

He said that the ban did not cover all books by any 
particular author but only those found to contain 
material which could inflame the West Bank popula- 
tion "even if only one page contains such material.” 

The forbidden books include Smile on his Lips 
and Twelve Men by Youssef Sibai, the Egyptian 
newspaper editor and author assassinated in Cyprus 
in February. 

The list includes Anis Mans out’s Around the 
World in 200 Days and books by Fatwa Toukan, 
author and poetess from Nablus, and works by Naz- 
zar A1 Kabani, Mohammad Attiyeh A1 Abrashi and 
Mohammad A1 Gazzali.

Israel sus- 
pended payments, more than -three years ago after the interna- 
tional body adopted an anti-Israel resolution which barred it 
from foe activities of UNESCO’s European regional group. The 
action followed allegations that Israel carried out archaeological 
work altering historical features of Jerusalem. Israel’s decision 
to pay its debts to UNESCO, amounting to $373,000, was taken 
at yesterday’s weekly cabinet session.
